Proposed External Research Contracts: 


AC DA follow-on study on Fiscal Financial Systems of Eastern 
Europe: 


There had been no objection to this project by the responsible 
subcommittee, the Subcommittee on General Economic Analysis. 
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State tentatively sponsored project on Development of a Computer- 
ized Economic Analysis System for Cuba 

This project has been withdrawn by the Department of State. 

Later in the meeting, Dr. Kovner, the State Department member, 
asked whether at a future meeting, it would be possible to clarify EIC 
perogatives with regard to external research. The Chairman said that, 
instead of a meeting on this, he would prepare a paper for Dr. Kovner's 
own use on this subject.

REVIEW AND APPROVAL OF "SURVEY OF PROFESSIONAL PERSONNEL 
ENGAGED IN THE PRODUCTION OF ECONOMIC INTELLIGENCE, " 
(EIC-S-38): 

The Chairman reported that concurrences Jiad been received on the 
report from representatives of the Agency for International Development, 
the Departments of Commerce, Agriculture, Labor, Treasury, the Civil 
Aeronautics Board and the Federal Reserve System. The Department of 
the Army member had no comment since Army had reported no people 
so engaged. 

Agencies and Departments involved in this survey were asked to 
let the Secretariat know within the next week the number of copies they 
required. It is hoped that the report will be published by the middle of 
April. 


A review of the report was conducted on a page-by-page basis. 
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The Chairman expressed his appreciation to everyone who contri- 
buted to this survey and stated that it had been accomplished wit a en 25X1Agg 
of the manpower required to do the 1958 survey. 

The Chairman said that the Executive Secretary, 
deserves a vote of thanks for his work on this survey. 


OTHER BUSINESS : 

The Chairman suggested that, at a later meeting, the EIC might 
want to look again at the question of EIC subcommittees and decide 
which ones we have that we might wish to discontinue, for example, 
the Subcommittees on Petroleum and Transportation. These subcom- 
mittees have been inactive for the past two or three years and it might 
be well to deactivate them.
